Nov. 18 (/VT— Tho state 
milk rontrol commission called three

The milk control com m ission‘in ­ 
vites all interested parties to be pre­ 
cut at these hearings and to present 
testimony that will tie pertinent to 
the welfare of the dairy Industry 
and Pennsylvania consumers."
